1 . SECSTATE'S VISIT TO CHINA 

WIDE COVERAGE SECSTATE CHINA VISIT CONTINUES BUT REPORTS 
LESS SUBSTANTIVE/MORE RE WHO SEC MET DURING VISIT. WP, NYT 
CARRY DIFFERENT AP PIX VANCE/HUA KUO-FENG. WSTAR HAS AP 
PIX VANCE/TENG HSIAO-PING.

PORT ON 8/25 PRESS CONF CAPPING 4 DAYS US/PRC TALKS AT WHICH

PROBLEMS NORMALIZATION THO TAIWAN ISSUE STILL REMAINS DEAD- 
LOCKED. "DODGING AS MANY QUESTIONS AS HE ANSWERED," A 
"WEARY" SECSTATE SUMMED UP TALKS AS VERY GOOD/USEFUL/IN-
